How We Grow Them- 


Transplanting mums into pots (tarpaper pots are very popular 
for garden mums) while they are in bud and bloom is a very 
easy way to produce nice plants at small cost. 


The fast part of May or early June (late June or early July 
is still not too late for good plants) the divisions are set 
into rows 18 to 32 inches apart (according to space avail- 
able) and 16 to 24 inches in the rows. Be sure and plant them 
deep, so the soi! is up around the green part of the stem, A 
common cause of failure is setting the plants too shallow. 


If the soil is well enriched they will need little other fertil- 
izer at this time. Give a side dressing of fertilizer (5-10-5 

is good) every six weeks and keep weil irrigated. Pinching back 
once or twice will help to make nice shaped plants. It is best 
not to pinch after July 15. 


Potting begins any time after they start to show color. Even 
plants in full bloom will move well with a little care. Garden 
mums usually have a fuller root system than indoor mums. Water 
well and shade for a few days.
